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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: The 
examiner called Mr. Schmidt to suggest the cancellation of claims 1 , 6-8, 1 0, 1 5, 1 6 and 1 8-23 to further the case to 
issue. The examiner explained that the Japanese reference clearly illustrates a blow mold having a blow core (1 1 ), a 
pair of pinch plates (19), wherein the blow core extends into the mold cavity as illustrated in figure 3a, the core then 
removed (figure 3b) and then the pinch plates are closed (figure 3c) to close an opening formed during the blowing 
step in figure 3a. The examiner suggested canceling the listed claims to avoid the withdrawal from issue of the 
application because of the newly cited reference. Mr. Schmidt agreed to the cancelation of the listed claims. It was 
agreed that the claim listing would be prepared by examiner's amendment.
